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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner maintains that because Nallan 
teaches the use of nitrogen fluoride, some nitrogen would be present in the mixture of Nallan, and as nitogen fluoride is unstable, some of 
it would turn into nitrogen. Moreover, as Nallan discloses that nitrogen is a known inert gas, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary 
skill in the art to have flowed nitrogen gas as a carrier in the etching mixture. The Applicants argue that Nallan disclose the use of nitrogen 
as an Inert purge gas to be used after etching. The Examiner maintains that the etching mixture would mix with the nitrogen gas in the 
chamber, making the present claims prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Therefore, the rejection of record is maintained .
